Had Bill Stewart called Masi 
out, i ’eller might still be out there 
in the middle of Brav es Field bat­ 
tling Johnny Sain. 
But Umpire Stewart ruled tha. 
Masi had beaten Lou Boudreau’s 
tag, and Tommy Holmes singled to 
giv e Sain the decision, 1-0. 
Bob Lemon and shortstop Bou­ 
dreau pulled the identical play 
successfully against Earl Torge- 
son in the first inning the v ery 
nex t day . 
Boudreau 
heatedly 
protested 
the decision in fav or of catcher 
Masi, and a lot of people who do 
not make a habit of umpiring 
from the stands suspected 
the 
Clev eland manager was right. 
They hoped that 
the 
official 
baseball picture, “World Series of 
19 48 ,” would throw some light on 
the situation, but it doesn’t and 
that leav es the only flaw in a 
four-reel, 40-minute production. 
There was a crowd demonstra­ 
tion against Stewart in the first 
inning of the fourth game before 
8 1,8 9 7 people in Clev eland when 
the arbiter called Boudreau out 
attempting 
to 
stretch a double 
into a triple. 
Boudreau Out at Third 
Boudreau chased Stewart half­ 
way down the foul line. The up­ 
rising was so sev ere that Commis­ 
sioner Happy Chandler warned 
the manager against incitiing to 
riot. 
The film does a good job on this 
one, showing shortstop Boudreau 
to hav e been clearly nipped on

fielder 
Holmes to Alv in Dark to Bob El­ 
liott. 
A re-run of this shot and others 
in slow motion, but little or noth­ 
ing on the play that created the 
original and principal sq uabble, 
makes observ ers of the New York 
prev iew wonder.

show^ is that the play was close. 
President Frank Shaughnessy of 
the International League say s the 
only baseball picture hell believ e 
is one inv olv ing a force out. 
Shag Shaughnessy admits an 
umpire can miss one. The v eteran 
former play er and manager ev en 
points out that one of the men 
in blue in his circuit muffed one 
last summer. 
“But he was out of position, ’ 
he ex plains. 
“He let the runner 
get between himself and the bag.” 
No one q uestions Stew'art’s po­ 
sition on the field when he called 
the highly debatable pick-off play 
in the World Series. 
It was sim­ 
ply a q uestion of sight and judg­ 
ment. 
President Ford Frick of the Na­ 
tional League say s he has not dis­ 
cussed the pick-off decision with 
Stewart. 
The picture disprov es a report 
that the film was censored. 
“No one has ev er told me what 
to put in my films,” ex plains old 
first baseman Fonseca, who has 
been producing instructiv e and 
educational baseball pictures for 
15 y ears.
